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School & & 
safety pass

WILMINGTON - Proponents 
of a new middle school and new 
public safety building carried the 
day by landslide votes during last 
Saturday’s all-day open Town 
Meeting . 

At times during the day, over 
800 people were in attendance at 
the meeting, observed Town 
Moderator James Stewart. 

Proponents garnered 567 votes 
for building a new the middle 
school, with 100 voters replying 
with a no vote. 

The new public safety building 
was approved by a_ nearly 
unanimous vote of 476 to 18. 

The total debt exclusion package 
allows the town to borrow and 
spend up to 31 million dollars on 
the two new buildings. 

The Wilmington Taxpayers For 
Space Solutions pushed for the 
passage of Question One and for 
passage of articles 16 (the school) 
and 17 (the public safety building) 


at Town Meeting. The group's 
chariman, Jim Savage, said after 
the meeting. “I’m thrilled!” He 
added, “These were huge margins 
that we won by, and that, I think, 
is indicative of the consensus in 


the town that we needed to do * 


something.” 

Building the new facilities is to 
be financed by a debt exclusion, 
which means the town can assess 
property taxes over the life of the 
debt in excess of the two and a 
half percent maximum allowed by 
state law. 

The town can be reimbursed by 
the state for 65 percent of all costs 
associated with building the 
middle school, including 
infrastructure costs such as 
connecting the school to sewer 
lines. However, residents are still 
expected to have to pay additional 
taxes during the life of the debt. 

The number of voters at the 
meeting changed during the day as 


Sewer goes 
down the drain

After spirited debates, Town 
Meeting rejected a new transit bus 
route and rejected the $1,430,000 
plan called the “Lowell Street 
Sewer Project.”

There was debate about 
increasing the Town Counsel's 
annual stipend to$75,000, but the 
budget item was approved. 

If article 26 had passed, the 
Selectmen and Town Manager 
would have entered into a annual 
$73,000 agreement with the 
Lowell Regional Transit 
Authority (LRTA) to provide 
local bus service from the drug 
store at Silver Lake to the center 
and train station with side routes 
including a stop to connect with 
MBTA “B’

would have paid 35 cents, and 
everyone else 70 cents per ride. 

The bus was to stop anywhere if 
hailed or if a rider pulled the 
cord. 

Selectman Robert Cain said, 
“They're asking us to pay 73 
thousand dollars to run a bus from 
Tewksbury to Wilmington train 
service!” 

Selectman Michael Newhouse 
disagreed, saying that the route 
would “be up to us,” adding that 
the route did not connect to 
Tewksbury. 

There had been references to 
the possibility of an increase in the 
MBTA assessment if the local 
route were adopted, but Newhouse 
said the local route was unrelated 
to the MBTA. 

Newhouse said, “I believe the 
new service would be widely 
used.” However, when Newhouse 
was asked later if he had an 
estimate of how many people 
would use the bus, he said he did 
not have an estimate. 

One speaker said senior citizens 
can call for a local van and pay 
only two dollars for the ride. She 
said spending 73 thousand dollars

Who would spend an absolutely beautiful spring day every year at Wilmington Town Meeting? 
Carol Hamilton, Jim Diorio, Michael Roach, and Austin Rounds are regular attendees of 
Wilmington's Town Meetings, but of course they are members of the Wilmington Planning 
Board and the Town Meeting is but the jewel in the crown of long meeting they attend all year. 
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proponents of articles 16 and 17 
sought to be there at the right 
time. With Wilmington’s open 
town meeting, any resident voter 
can attend, unlike the 
representative form of town 
meeting held by other area towns 
where only representatives elected 
to the town meeting can vote, 

As the day wore on, the meeting 
became noisy. Parents showed up 
with young children in tow. 


Children were allowed to sit with 
parents in voting sections. 

During the afternoon amid a 
debate on one issue, two residents 
sitting in the voting section 
carried on an approximately 40- 
minute long conversation that was 
cleary audible to people sitting 
near them. No one seemed 
affected by nor spoke to the 
individuals holding their own 
“town meeting” while other peole

on the local transit bus was 
unnecessary. 

The bus was to run Monday 
through Friday, 8 a.m. to 4 p.m. 
One speaker said that with those 
hours, the bus would fail to help 
commuters who needed to leave 
much earlier and would arrive in 
Wilmington via train between 
4:30 and 6:30 p.m. 

Another person said the bus 
company should have assessed 
ridership so the company would 
know whether or not the route 
would be profitable. This person 
added that statistically, crime goes 
up where the bus stops, and the 
meeting attendees applauded. 

When someone said, “We just 
can’t afford everything,” the 
listeners applauded again. 

The measure lost by a 
resounding “NO” voice vote. 

If article 18 had passed, the 
Town would have proceeded to 
with the Lowell Street Sewer 
Project. 85 percent of the 
$1,430,000 project was to have 
been covered by betterment 
charges assessed to users of the 
new sewer. 
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According to Noel Barratta, 
chairman of the Water and Sewer 
Commission, the commissionsers 
were concerned about 
Wilmington’s many cesspools 
possibly having a harmful affect 
on the aquifier and watershed. 

One speaker said that if the 
sewer line went through, it would 
help change the character of 
Wilmington by allowing much 
more development than could be 
done with the current system of 
ceptic tanks and cesspools. 

Conrad Gerhartz of North 
Wilminton said-the town should 
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addressed the assemblage via 
microphones. 

Other than specific financials 
covered as a block at the 
beginning of the meeting, the 
Wilmington town charter requires 
that all other articles be taken up 
by drawing article numbers by 
random selection.

Wilmington's Board of Selectmen 
assembled Monday evening to 
discuss, among other matters, the 
reorganization of the board, cor- 
respondence from a regional 
planning council and citizen's 
environmental organization con- 
cerning public safety, and the 
Proposal to construct a new play- 
ground. 

Selectman Daniel Wandell was 
unanimously appointed to Chair- 
man of the Board, replacing James 
Rooney. 

Of his appointment, Wandell 
stated, "Wilmington's residents 
have addressed the problem of 
school overcrowding and safety, 
We have another obligation, to 
make Wilmington affordable...to 
keep taxes at a minimum." 

The issue of focus for the 
evening regarded the proposal by 
the Wilmington Kiwanis Club to 
construct a playground abutting 
Silver Lake. 

The proposed playground is 
being offered to the town by the 
public service organization at no 
cost to taxpayers. The overall cost, 
including materials and site 
preparations, has been estimated at 
$20,000. 

However, the donation was not 
met without apprehension. Robert 
Paimer, of the Town Forest 
Committee;-questioned the safety 
of the playground's pressure-trea- 
ted wood, citing its arsenic content. 

Kiwanis member Richard Fudge 
responded, "My kids are going to 
be using (the playground). I don't 
want anything that's going to 
jeopardize my kids." 

Fudge informed the board that 
the wood, supplied by Big Toys- 
the largest playground manufac- 
turer in the world, was "machined" 
and would probably not splinter. 

The question of maintenance 
became a hurdle for the Kiwanis’ 
as well. 

Despite Fudge's pledge that the 
playground would be required to 
pass an annual inspection and 
undergo repairs as needed , Palmer 
deemed the proposal a “main- 
tenance nightmare," and suggested 
the use of plastic or metal 
materials. 

Palmer added, "It may be a great 
idea, but I'm not sold." 

Because the playground would be 
constructed on the town's pro- 
perty, the board expressed the need 
for more input on the building 
plans. 

Town Manager Michael Caira 
stated, "Ultimately, it will be the 
town's responsibility.” 

Although there are some gray 
areas to be explored, the board was 
unanimously in favor of the 
donation, and decided to table the 
proposal until May 12. 
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meeting, Town Moderator Jim — 


Stewart kept drawing article 
numbers from a bow! in front of 
him. 

At one point, when the crowd 
gave a quiet groan that article 16 
on the new school had not yet 
been drawn, Stewart said, “I'm 
trying -- if I could, I would pick 
the number right now!” 


The meeting had started a little 
before 11 a.m.. When Stewart 
finally drew article 16 at 3:25 in 
the afternoon, voters let out a 
cheer, 


The vote for the schoo! was not 
unanimous, and the debate was at 
times emotional. A woman who 

+ said she had been a resident since 
1940, said she had watched five 
schools be demolished and four 

- schools closed and taken for other 
purposes and had seen seven 
schools built since 1953, all for an 
increased population since 1953 of 
2,235 people. “I can’t take much 
more,” she said. 

One man said, “I voted for new 
schools, then you closed them up! 
Now you want a new one. I don’t 
know what you want!” He also 
said, “I'm on a fixed income -- 
you're going to force me out.” His 
remarks garnered loud applause. 

18-year old Wilmington High 
School student and Town meeting 
voter Steve Costa argued against 
increasing taxes to build a new 
school. Costa said of Wilmington 
High School, “We are no where 
near capacity in this school!” 


A lady who spoke against 
building a new school said, “The 
building does not teach your kids. 
The teacher teaches. I was one of 
29 in many of my classes... put 
your money into teachers!” 


One speaker said that building a 
new facility does not equal quality 
education. He said, “Our high 
school is not overcrowded. The 
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problem is that it is a below 
average high school!” This 
speaker said that if Wilmington 
wants better schools, the “let’s 
start thinking about better 
curriculum.” 


This same speaker said, “Go 
build your school, but don’t come 
back five years from now” for 
more. He added, “We don’t even 
know what the (proposed) school 
looks. like!” This speaker also said, 
“I don’t see the school committee 
spending money wisely.” 

Town Manager Michael Caira 
replied that the town could have 
appropriated a couple of million 
dollars for a school design that 
would have sat “on the shelf.” He 
said, “We felt we should come up 
with a request for a total amount.” 

Caira added that because the 
town had used an architectural 
firm’s projections, “We don’t 
believe” the town will spend more 
than 25.6 million for the new 
school. Earlier in the debate, 
Caira had said the school is to be 
completed “around May” of the 
year 2,000. 

Stewart, chairman of the 
Wilmington Taxpayers for Space 
Solutions, gave an impassioned 
speech in a loud voice in favor of 
building the new midle school. 
Stewart said all the surrounding 
towns were building schools and 
he asked why Wilmington could 
not build a school? 

Arguing in favor of building a 
new school, one person said that 
according to a Boston Magazine 
article, Wilmington is thirteenth 


from the lowest tax rate, but 21 
from the lowest in class size. 

“We schould give the kids the 
education they need!” appealed the 
speaker to much applause. 

One person said everyone in the 
state supports schools through 
state taxes, and those taxes had 
helped build schools in Lowell, 
Chelsea and Billerica. This 
speaker said, “It’s time to bring 
your tax dollars home and build a 
new school in Wilminton!” 
Again, there was much applause. 

Another speaker said Wilminton 
voters can not “stick our heads in 
the sand and say we should 
educate kids the way we did 15 or 
50 years ago” because to do so is 
to ignore new legal requirements 
regarding education. This speaker 
also claimed that Wilmington’s 
current tax rate is low not 
because “we have not done 
anything, but because of 
conservative fiscal management.” 
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Roger Lessard, Chairman of the 
Permanent Building Committee, 
said the committee had considered 
all alternative space possibilities 
before recommending a new 
school. He said that what the kids 
are now putting up with is 
“unheard of.” He appealed to the 
Town Meeting to “Look to the 
21st century” —and further 
childrens’ education. 

School Committee Chairman 
Paul Palizzolo said the actual 
capacity of the high school is 930 
students, and the school currently 
has 700 students. Palizzolo said 
there is a 204 unit apartment 
building being built, and he said 
500 to 600 permits have been 
taken out to build homes. 

Palizzolo asked the meeting 
attendees, “You think there;ll be 
no kids there?” 

Palizzolo countered a previous 
speaker’s references to curriculum 
by saying that a new curriculum 
director had been working with 
teachers for two years on 
curriculum. 

Palizzolo said that if a new 
school were not built, the town 
will have to rent space in 
industrial parks to accommodate 
the kids. 

Palizzolo observed that to build 
a new school does call for 
sacrifice, and that is difficult. He 
noted that his own kis will have 
graduated by the time the new 
school is built, adding, “So I have 
no personal interest.” 

Palizzolo concluded, building a 
new school “is the best decision 
for the town. It will improve on 
the town and not allow it to 
detetiorate. 

Just as people stood up to vote, 
Proponents saw by the number of 
people standing that they had won. 

School Committee member 
Judson Miller immediately moved 
for reconsideration. 

(If Miller's motion had passed, 
voters who came to vote on the 
school building could have left, 
knowing that remaining voters 
would not raise the issue for 
reconsideration and possibly 
overturn the vote. Any vote not 
already “reconsidered,” can be 
brought up for reconsideration 
until the Town Meeting has 
ended.) 

Town Manager Caira grabbed 
his microphone and berated 
Miller, saying that such a move 
“sent a wrong message to the 
community.” Caira appealed to 
everyone present to stay and vote 
as a community on the public 
safety building. 

Miller withdrew his motion, 
and the Town Meeting voted in 
favor of withdrawing the motion. 

After the meeting, Caira 
explained that during the entire 
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push for the debt exclusion, it had 
been presented as a community 
acitivity that included a new six 
million dollar puplic safety 
building. Hence, he objected to 
Miller's motion because it implied 
that people who wanted a new 
school didn’t care about the rest of 
the community’s need! x». rete 
Reached by phone, Miller said 
that there were other people at 
microphones who had voted in 
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favor of the school waiting to 
offer the same motion, 

Miller said parents had been in 
touch with him, saying they 
wanted to vote on the school issue 
but could not afford to stay for 
the whole day because of prior 
commitments. Hence, his motion 
to allow these parents to leave 
without risking an overturn of the 
vote. 
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observed, “I got a sense of a more 
spirited group right from the get 
go.” He observed that debate was 
Not just about the new buildings, 
but was also about such things as 
the transit bus. Stewart also noted 
people were asking quesitons 
about line items. 

However, Stewart said he would 
assumethat articles 16 and 17 on 
the new buildings “brought the 
voters out.”

The Massachusetts Restaurant Association, an association that lobbies on 
behalf of restaurant owners, has recently filed a bill with the Legislature that 
would require Massachusetts restaurants to set aside smoking areas. 

House Bill 1313 sponsored by Mary Jane Simmons, a nurse from 
Leominster, was submitted on behalf of the MRA. The bill would require that 
every community in the Commonwealth reserve 40% of seats in their 
restaurants for smokers and 60% for non-smokers. One of its disadvantages 
is that it fails to regulate physical separation or ventilation between the two 
areas. The bill also rolls back all existing regulations on smoking. Fifty-five 
communities have a 100% ban on smoking in restaurants and under this bill, 
they would be required to provide the 40-60 split. The Boards of Health in 
every community would be preempted: passing any stricter regulations 
would require the approval of the legislative bodies of the towns as opposed 


to the Boards of Health. 


Second-hand smoke is also a concern. Statistics show that it kills 53,000 
people per year. “Because of second-hand smoke, restaurant workers are 1.5 
to 2 times more likely to die of lung cancer due to the involuntary exposure 
to tobacco smoke each week," said Lori Fresina of the American Cancer 
Society. Second-hand smoke is a known carcinogen. It is classified as a 
“Class-A” substance, which is the most harmful of substances. Some of the 
chemicals contained in second-hand smoke are benzene, asbestos, and 


butanium, all known carcinogens. 


Studies have shown that 80% of the population now goes out more often 
due to restaurants that are smoke-free. Studies have also shown that there has 
been a5% increase in restaurant revenue in towns that have adopted smoking 
bans, compared with towns that have not. 

The Constitution has allowed us certain freedoms. We all have the right 
to choose to smoke but we also have the responsibility to see that others 
around us are not injured by it. If this bill is passed, all the smoking bans in 
Tewksbury and surrounding communities would be challenged and may not 
prevail. It would jeopardize the privileges most of us now enjoy: to be able 
to sit at a restaurant and enjoy the food without tasting the residue of second- 
hand smoke.

Martha Ave's second class 
citizens request relief 


Dear Larz: 

The Tewksbury Town Manager 
and Town Officials have reneged 
on one very important issue 
concerning the reconstruction of 
Martha Avenue by offering 
unacceptable solutions to the 
problems that were caused by the 
reconstruction. They have also 
been closed minded in refusing any 
logical discussion regarding the 
sewerage hoookups. 

It saddens and frustrates me that 
the Town Officials have not given 
me a respectful response. By not 
doing their job, I am now forced 
to plead my case to the 
townspeople. 

Initially, during the planning 
Stage of the new development in 
back of Martha Avenue, we were 
told the development would be 
beneficial to the residents on 
Martha Avenue, as it would bring 
in sewerage, as well as 
reconstruction of the street. To the 
contrary it is a financial burden, 
aggravation and heartache, and the 
problems continue on. 

At a board of selectman's 
meeting on February 18, 1997, 
Mr. Hanson and Mrs. Dunlevy 
agreed that there was more than 
the driveways that they should be 
concerned with. Mr. Hanson said, 
"I am not happy at all with the 
toad. It is deplorable! I'll do 
anything in my power to help, and 
Roads Corporation did not do their 
best performance in this job." Mrs. 
Dunlevy told us that Roads 
Corporation was bonded with the 
town, and we had the Board of 
Selectmen's support. 

I am very disappointed we did 
not receive the support from Mr. 
Hanson and Mrs. Dunlevy,for they 
both indicated the seriousness of 
this problem. In quoting Mr. 
Burris in the March 12, 1997 issue 
of the Town Crier, "The 
driveways will be corrected.. In 
some cases some whole driveways 
will be redone. We are willing to 
correct any problems we have 
created.” 

I was hoping the town would 
follow the minutes of the 
Conservation Committee meeting 
of April 17, 1996, stating the 
existing grade will not be changed, 
and bring it back down to the 
original grade. In speaking to Mr. 
Cressman and Mr. Burris, they are 
going ahead and complete the 
reconstruction project (without 
considering our concerns), by 
placing another two inches of 
topcoat. This just further enhances 
the problem: The street will then 
be eight inches or more higher 
than my driveway, with no 


drainage for water runoff. Why 
should receive the brunt of this 
headache because of poor decision 
making by the town? Why must 
this go on for six months with no 
resolution in sight? 

I questioned Mr. Cressman about 
the issue of the individual grinder 
pumps for seven homes on Martha 
Avenue, his answer was, "You 
should be grateful to have 
sewerage on your street!" What 
Mr. Cressman does not 
comprehend is that we the 
residents of Martha Avenue, 
demand and expect the same rights 
as every resident in Tewksbury. If 
one neighborhood receives one 
pumping station which is 
purchased, installed and maintained 
by the town, (such is the case on 
Starr Avenue) then all 
neighborhoods should receive the 
same. 

There should be equity 
throughout town in reference to 
sewerage pumps. It seems unfair 
that certain homeowners 
throughout the town, (such as us) 
will have the added financial 
burden of paying for, installing 
and maintaining individual grinder 
pumps on their property. The 
initial cost to residents will be 
approximately $5,000 to $7,000 
each, and these individual pumps 
will either have to be replaced or 
rebuilt in 10 years. In addition 
there is the cost of higher electric 
bills, maintenance, not to mention 
the $800 connection fee. 

Why should one town official 
decide who in this town should 
have the added financial burden of 
individual grinder pumps? 

We had no input, nor were we 
formally notified of their decision 
on these pumps. If they did this to 
us, they can also do it to you!!! 

What happens when we lose 
electric power? Is the town going 
to hire a person, whose sole 
responsibility will be to run 
around town, from grinder pump 
to grinder pump with a generator 
to prevent sewerage back up, each 
time the power goes off? It would 
be cheaper, easier to service, and 
makes more sense to purchase and 
install one pump station for seven 
homes, as opposed to seven 
individual pumps. They are an 
added burden to the homeowner 
and depreciate the value of your 
home. 

We want no more nor no less 
than any other taxpayer in the 
Town of Tewksbury. We want

Dear Larz: 

I want to thank the citizens who 
participated in the election of the 
two contested appointments, the 
Question | ballot and the residents 
who attended the Wilmington 
Town Meeting on April 26. All of 
the campaigns involved deserve a 
sincere congratulations in a very 
heated battle on all fronts. 
Personally, I am extremely proud 
of the grassroots campaign that 
was run by the Wilmington 
Taxpayers for Space Solutions. At 
the beginning of the campaign, the 
WTSS was given a diminished and 
abated chance with little hope and 
even less optimism for success. 
Yet, with all of the obstacles the 
group was faced with, they 
prevailed. The Town of 
Wilmington has invested in its 
community, itself and the future. 
The initiative that brought record 
numbers of residents to town 
meeting has opened the door for 
other grassroots organizations to 
become active in the decision 
making policies of the community. 

As a resident and homeowner of 
Wilmington since 1985, I have 
witnessed a tremendous growth in 
the residential- and business 
development during this time. 
Although I believe we sincerely 
needed to endorse the debt 
exclusion, it only begins to address 
the problem of saturation and over 
development in our community. 
Let's take a good look at 
residential development and the 
impact it has on the community. 
Many towns have put new zoning 
requirements and linkage fees to 
help propitiate the infrastructure 
that is required to preserve the 
services that the residents already 
enjoy and contributes to the 
construction of recreational areas, 
sidewalks, municipal buildings and 
the acquisition of land to maintain 
the open space in the community. 
An individual recently told me that 
if you make it more expensive or 


harder for people to build here 
they will build somewhere else. I 
had to think about that one for a 
moment. 

If you are a_ land 
owner/developer/builder I believe 
you have a right to build on that 
property within the guidelines of 
the zoning regulations. But with 
that right comes a responsibility to 
that community for maintaining 
the economical, ecological and 
social fabric of infrastructure in 
the community. Taxes alone are 
not the answer. Linkage fees in the 
permit process that combine with 
taxation and pacing the growth rate 
of residential development by a 
moratorium or other growth 
management policy would 
certainly help. It would give an 
additional responsibility to the 
owner/ developer/ builder and 
wouldn't make Wilmington such a 
captivating target for residential 
development. 

Don't get me wrong, I'm not 
against development. I believe that 
controlled development and 
growth are good for a community 
and we are fortunate to have such a 
strong business and industrial 
development in Wilmington. That 
kind of development is directly 
associated with the economic 
development of a community 
which provides jobs, a larger 
municipal operating budget and tax 
relief for the residents by having 
industry located in the community. 
On the other hand, residential 
development is directly associated 
witb an increased population that 
has an immediate impact on the 
quality of life and expense to our 
services that we enjoy. It's 
something to think about. So when 
you hear or read about a piece of 
land that is in the process of being 
rezoned from R-60 to R-20 or 
R-20 to R-10, what would your 
opinion be? a Ot

SEXUAL EXPLOITATION OF 
CHILDREN 

Definition: 

Sexual exploitation is a term used 
to describe the sexual abuse of chil- 
dren. It encompasses child molesta- 
tion, child pornography and child 
prostitution, and generally relates to 
sexual abuse outside the family set- 
ting. 

Perpetrators of sexual exploita- 
tion 

The one person common to all 
forms of sexual exploitation is the 
pedophile - a person with a sexual 
preference for children. The 
pedophile is the consumer of child 
pornography and child prostitution 
activities, without whom there would 
be no demand for either. 

Characteristics of the pedophile 

The pedophile is usually an adult 
male who: 


*Actively seeks out children to 
molest

Selectman Michael McCoy 
acknowledged that there were 
some adjustments to be worked 
out, but praised the project overall. 

“I know the town has some 
concerns. But, I don't want these 
concerns to tie this up. This is a 
wonderful gift," commented Mc-

During the communications 
segment of the meeting, corres- 
pondence from the Metropolitan 
Area Planning Council and People 
for the Environment were dis- 
cussed. 

In a letter to town admini- 
strators, the MAPC stated that it 
has been informed by the Federal 
Railroad Administration of a 
possible action to require train 
whistles to be sounded at all grade 
crossings. 

The information stored in the 
MAPC's database is nearly twenty 
years-old. With the cooperation of 
the town, the council will update 
the railroad crossing inventory to 
ensure public safety. 

In addition, correspondence 
received from People for the 
Environment, a grassroots citizen's 
organization based in North 
Andover, was addressed. 

The letter regarded the group's 
concern about upcoming proposals 
to extend a contract with the 
North East Solid Waste Com- 
mittee incinerator of North And- 
over.

On Friday morning, the event 
will begin with a breakfast at the 
Sheraton Inn in Lowell. Keynote 
speaker, Donald W. Jones hopes to 
then underscore the importance 
of emergency preparedness. 
Jones is the Vice President of 
Disaster Services at the American 
Red Cross, as well as a retired 
U.S. Army General. He sees the 
event as, “much more than just a 
fire drill.” This training exercise 
is preparation for the unthinkable. 

According to Jones, Lowell 
Officials are looking to, “set up a 
national model for other 
communities, in order to prepare 
for disasters,” in a consistent and 
uniform manner. The overall 
goal is to ensure a_ possible 
nationwide system that will be 
used throughout the country, 
making all future disasters easier 
to control, 

The optimal way to prepare is 
to practice, which is the entire 
reason behind the mock disaster.

Gas Heaters Provide More 
Hot Water, A.G.A. Says 


Natural gas water heaters provide more 
hot water faster and less expensively than 
electric water heaters, according to the 
American Gas Association. 

Comparing the annual operating 
costs before buying a water heater can 
pay off in substantial savings, A.G:A 
says, because the water heater is the 
second biggest energy user in a typi- 
cal home, after the heating and cool- 
ing system 

Water heaters are required by federal 
law to carry an EnergyGuide label thi 
shows the average annual cost of en- 
ergy for the unit. Although electric wa- 
ter heaters are often less expensive to 
buy. operating a gas water heater will 
cost about half as much as operating an 
electric water heater, depending on lo- 
cal utility rates, 

To select a unit to meet a home's 
hot water needs, look at the first hour 
rating on the label. This shows the 


most hot water that can be supplied 

in a one-hour period 
To get maximum efficiency from a 

water heater: 

* Drain a pail or two of water from 
the faucet located at the bottom of 
the heater several times a year. 

Set the water heater at “normal,” or 
about 120 degrees, in order to save 
energy. However, you may wish to 
set the water heater at 140 degrees 
if your dishwasher does not have a 
water heating booster as part of its 
automatic Cycles the hotter water 
will sanitize dishes 

Keep the burners clean 

If the pilot light goes out, follow 
the appliance instructions and re- 
light it. If any difficulty occurs, 
however, turn the controls off and 
call a plumber or heating dealer. If 
you smell gas, call your local gas 
company.

Using energy wisely can reduce consumption and save money on utility bills, 
according to the American Gas Association. Here are some tips; 

1.Seal leaks around doors, windows and other openings, such as pipes or 
ducts — with caulking or weather-stripping. 

2.Set thermostats between 65 and 70 degrees in the winter, at least 5 degrees 
lower when sleeping, and at 58 degrees when away from home for more than a few 
hours. (Warmer temperatures are recommended for homes with ill or elderly per- 
sons or infants). 

3.Set water heater temperatures at 140 degrees (at 120 degrees in homes with 
infants or elderly persons to guard against accidental scalding), and install water- 
flow restrictors in showerheads and faucets 

4,Change filters or clean the filters in heating and cooling units twice a year. 
Close vents and doors in unused rooms. If pipes or ducts run through unheated 
areas, insulate them. 

5.Use drapes, shutters, awnings, shade trees, glass with reflective film or solar 
screens to keep sunlight out in the summer and let it in during the winter. 

6.Check to see if attic and basement (or crawl space) have the recommended 
level of insulation 

7.1f you have a woodburning fireplace, consider installing a natural gas fire- 
place insert, which can save on energy costs compared with wood. A gas fireplace 
also will dramatically reduce the air pollution created from burning wood. 

8.Consider storm or thermal windows and doors or double paned glass. A less- 
expensive alternative is plastic sheeting, which can be temporarily fastened over 
doors and windows to retain heat or air conditioning 

9.Be sure that dishwashers, washing machines and.clothes dryers are fully loaded: 
before running 

10.When buying new appliances, compare energy efficiency ratings and annual 
operating costs. A slightly higher initial cost for a high-efficiency appliance could 
pay itself back in a very short time through energy savings and lower utility bills.

(MPS) — How is gasoline like a 
loaf of bread? 

It’s best when it's fresh. Many peo- 
ple are not aware that gas breaks down 
in storage, and there are a lot of things 
people don’t know about gas, which is 
a more complex blend of chemicals 
than is generally realized, 

Refiners are continually tinkering 
with the blend to raise octane, lower 
toxic emissions, aid cold starting in win- 
ter or reduce volatility (the rate at which 
gas evaporates) in summer, Sometimes, 
what you don’t know about gas can hurt 
you — or, rather, your outdoor power 


equipment. For fast-starting, trouble-free 
operation of lawn mowers and such, it 
pays to be fuel-wise. 

For example, since gas degrades 
‘over time, it's best to drain the lawn 
mower’s tank after every cutting 
season, then fill up fresh the next 
year. That's one reason the experts 
recommend keeping no more than a 
one-month or, at most, two-month 
supply of gas on hand. 

Another reason for not stocking up 
with too much gas ahead of time is 
because of those seasonal changes in 
the blend. The seasonally wrong

blend often leads to hard starting and 
vapor locking, especially if the out- 
door temperature has changed a lot 
since the last purchase. 

The experts also recommend buying 
only brand-name gasoline. If you 
notice a decrease in engine perfor- 
mance after a gas purchase or observe 
water or haze in the gas, you should 
switch to another brand: 

Storage containers should have 
tightly fitting caps to maintain gas qual- 
ity. Allowing gas to be exposed to 
air continuously can lead to gum forma- 
tion, octane loss and moisture pickup, 
which all contribute to poor engine 
performance and potential damage. 

If you cannot or choose not to drain 
the gas tank before storing your lawn 
mower, add stabilizer to the tank, and 
fill it with fuel. Then, operate it a few 
minutes to draw the stabilized fuel 
into the carburetor, 3o not leave an 
air space in the tank.

For additional protection, cover the 
opening of the tank with aluminum foil 
before screwing the cap back on. This 
will provide an effective vapor barrier.

n't get picked up in autumn. Smaller and heavier materials 
get picked up as the Variable Suction Control is narrowed 
and the air velocity is increased.

Window Systems Affect The Comfort, 
Your Home 


Value Of 


When remodeling a home, the 
choice of window systems is one of 
the most important considerations. A 
poorly-constructed window is likely 
to make a home difficult to heat or 
cool comfortably, and will lessen the 
property value. 

Before investing in a window sys- 
tem, Tremco, Inc., a window sealant 
manufacturer, suggests you ask the 
builder or remodeler these questions: 


What Is The U-Value Of The 
Window? 


U-values measure heat transfer. 
When determining a window's energy 
efficiency, the lower the U-value, the 
better. A U-value of .40 is considered 
excellent; .60 is good; while .80 or 
higher indicates poor thermal perfor- 
mance. The National Fenestration 
Rating Council (NFRC) determines 
U-values using a standard test. Be- 
ware of U-values that have not been 
determined by the NFRC — they may 
be misleading 


What Type Of Window Is It? 


Fixed windows. which do not open, 
provide optimal energy efficiency. 
Most homeowners, however, prefer 
operable windows which open for 
ventilation or as an emergency exit 
All operable windows are either 
hinged or sliding. Hinged windows 

are the most energy efficient because 
they can be tightly shut with a good 
compression seal. Generally speak- 
ing, windows that slide horizontally 
allow the most air to escape. They also 
require frequent weatherstripping. 
Double hung units (vertical sliders) 
are less efficient than hinged units and 
also require frequent 
weatherstripping. However, a double 


hung unit that is fixed on top, with an 
operable lower pane, offers improved 
energy efficiency over other vertical 
sliders 


How Is The Window's Frame 
Constructed? 


Window frames are constructed of 
either solid wood; wood clad in alu- 
minum or vinyl; solid aluminum; or 
solid vinyl. From an energy saving 
standpoint, a solid wood frame is best, 
although it requires more maintenance 
and is generally more costly than the 
other options. A wood frame clad in 
vinyl or aluminum, while easier to 
maintain, may trap moisture if not 
well-constructed, Solid aluminum 
frames are durable and low-mainte- 
nance, However, because aluminum 
conducts heat, this type of frame is 
not eneggy ef! $ 
designed-thermal breaks to prevent 
condensation and frost formation. If 
a remodeler recommends aluminum 
or vinyf clad frames or solid alumi- 
num frames, ask for the names of 
homeowners who have purchased 
similar brands. They may be able to 
discuss any problems they may have 
experienced 

Most solid vinyl frames provide 
excellent insulation. However, those 
that are reinforced with metal gener- 
ally are less energy efficient thar 
wood-reinforced. Ask the remodeler 
if the vinyl frame he recommends is 
reinforced and, if so, with what ma- 
terial

Is The Space Between The 
Window Panes Gas Filled? 


Most windows are constructed of 
two sealed panes. The insulation value 
is greater if the panes are spaced about 
5/8 in. apart and that space is filled 
with an inert gas such as Argon or 
Krypton. 


Is The Window Constructed 
With Conventional Or Warm- 
Edge Spacers? 

Dual and triple pane windows are 
constructed with edge spacers to re- 
duce heat loss around the window's 


edges. The edge spacer material can 
mean the difference between a drafty 
window edge and one that is well-in- 
sulated. 

Some window manufacturers use 
conventional, tubular aluminum spac- 
ers filled with desiccant, a moisture- 
absorbing material that helps prevent 
condensation between the panes. 
However, because metal conducts 
heat, aluminum spacers reduce the 
insulation value of a window, result- 


ing in a higher U-value 
Other manufacturers have aban- 
doned aluminum spacers in favor of

document which specifies all the compo- 
‘nents of a home that are to be included in 
an inspection, from the roof to the foun- 
dation, The ASHI Standards are consid- 
ered by government and professional real 
estate groups to be the benchmark of per- 
formance for home inspectors. 


Qualifications 


In recent years, literally dozens of 
groups and organizations have been

fession. This can make the selection of a 
qualified professional extremely difficult 

Many new organizations, for example, 
request only an application fee. Some 
claim to offer certification, but don’t rey 
quire exams or proven credentials. Still 
others boast engineering licenses’as as- 
surance of qualification, though such li- 
censes do not indicate competence in 
home inspection. 

Real estate experts advise consumers 
to look for a member of the American 
Society of Home Inspectors (ASHI), the 
only national professional organization in 
the U.S. and Canada which rigorously 
tests home inspectors on their technical 
knowledge and diagnostic expertise in 
residential construction. ASHI member- 
ship requires experience prior to admis- 
sion, as well as continuing éducatioh an- 
nually after admission in order to keep 
current with new technology and build- 
ing practices. 


Ethics 


To be sure that a home inspector is ethi- 
cal and professional, consumers should 
ascertain before the inspection that he or 
she will not offer to do any repairs on the 
inspected property, and that the firm has 
no financial interest in the transaction, or 
in the real estate agent's commission. Any 
indication of such conflict of interest-ac- 
tivities should send up the red flag to tell 
consumers to look for another inspector. 
Service 

Home inspectors are generalists, much 
like medical General Practitioners. They 
know how the home’s many systems and 
components work, both independently 
and together, and they understand how 
and why they fail. Consumers should ex- 
pect the written report to describe the ac- 
tual condition of the home at the time of 
the inspection based upon visual obser- 
vation, and to provide an indication of the 
need for major repairs. 


What Not To Expect 


Home inspectors do not do any destruc- 
tive testing, nor can they see through 
walls, and so consumers should not ex- 
pect their reports to include the condition 
of every nail, wire or pipe in the home. In 
addition, inspectors are primarily con- 
cerned with pointing out large expenses 
and/or safety related concerns, rather than 
small or cosmetic items, which are con- 
sidered readily apparent to the buyers 
themselves. 

Finally, home buyers should not expect 
the inspector's report to serve as a guar- 
antee that the home's components won't 
ever fail or need repair at some point in 
the future,

Deck Care 
Made Easy 


The mistakes homeowners A in 
caring for their wood decks are equally 
divided between buying the wrong prod- 
ucts and not using them properly. 

“Too often, homeowners are using the 
right product at the wrong time, or 
they're using a product that doesn’t fea- 
ture the proper protective elements,” 
Cuprinol's Joseph says. 

Deck Do’s And Don’ts 

Joseph finds that mot homeowners go 
to extremes when it comes to deck care 
they either do too much or too little in 
caring for their wood, Some err in the 
face of caution, while others, especially 
those with pressure-treated wood, are 
under the impression that the wood will 
take care of itself. Either way, both are 
the recipe for a damaged deck. 

Her list of do's and don'ts include: 

* Do conduct a simple “water test” on 
a new piece of wood. If drops of wa- 
ter bead up, don't do anything. If they 
get absorbed into the wood, apply 
your treatment. 

Don't use siding productson decks 
(they don’t have the durability for 
foot-traffic). 

Don't be misled thinking pressure- 
treated wood doesn’t require main- 
tenance: it may not need protection 
from rotting, but it does need to be 
cleaned, stained or sealed to prevent 
splitting, drying, cracking and gray- 
ing. 

Don't think paint will work better. 
than stain. Stains don't require as 
much surface preparation, and the 
fading of stain is less noticeable 
than the cracking and peeling of 
paint 

Do wash with special deck clean- 
ers as needed (usually once a year) 
to remove mildew and dirt, Deck 
cleaners also enhance the natural 
wood tone. Use either a liquid deck 
cleaner, such as Cuprinol’s Revive 
Liquid Deck Wash, or a more envi- 
ronmentally-friendly, biodegrad- 
able crystals, like Cuprinol's Revive

Toners provide slight color to the 


surface, but they also protect the 
outer surface from warping and 
spitting, as well as offering some 
UV protection.

(great for older, aged wood), the 
texture shows through, but not the 
grain. 

All stains penetrate the wood and 
protect it from natural elements. 
They also pride UV protection. 
Stains should last 2-3 years before

Be careful 


With the approach of spring and 
summer, most to of us will be 
cleaning up in and out of the 
hours. Be careful of falls. They are 
the cause of serious injuries to 
many elders.

When on a ladder, make sure you _

Don't go too high, you 
can take a dizzy spell and fall. 
When waxing a floor, use non-slip 
wax. Always let a washed or 
waxed floor dry before walking on 
it. 


In the bathroom, keep towels, 
shampoo and soap within easy 
reach, Avoid using bath oils or 
creams in a shower your feet can 
slip, causing a very serious injury. 
If it is possible, have a well 
secured grab bar installed in a 
shower or tub. Be careful of the 
water being to hot, it can cause a 
serious burn. Never use hair 
dryers or electric shavers while in 
the tub. Never keep a space heater 
plugged in an outlet while in a 
bathroom. Make sure the pathway 
from the bedroom to the bathroom 
is well lighted. Have a night light 
or flashlight within easy reach of 
the bed. If possible have a 
telephone also in reach of the bed, 
for an emergency. 

Scatter rugs are extremely 
dangerous to the elderly. If 
possible try to avoid using them. A 
light switch should be within easy 
reach when entering a dark room. 
Keep cords out of the pathway and

WILMINGTON--When she was 
13 years old, she became a catcher 
only because no one else would.

She 
might not dominate every pitch, 
out or inning, but last season's 
Cape Ann League co-M.V.P 
surely proved that not only this 
kid can play ball, but her abilities 
are such that this fall she will head 
to Endicott College to play soft- 
ball. 


“Lisa is obviously a great play- 
er,” said head coach Paul Lyman. 
“She was the Co-M.V.P. of the 
league last year, she was an all- 
star for two seasons with one of 
those in the Merrimack Valley 
League. We-have been a success- 
ful team since she has been here, 
we won a state championship and 
last year we went far into the 
states and a lot of that success is 
attributed to her.”

but she threw strikes and that 
made it easier. 

“Amy [Surran, who shares the 
pitching duties this season with 
freshman Robin Mainini] I'm 
finally getting used to. I know 
now what pitches are her best 
pitches and now I just try to call 
for a pitch that I think is the best 
pitch at that time. Amy is throw- 
ing really well right now. And 
Robin also throws strikes, she is 


young but she knows what she is 
doing,” Southmayd continued. 

Besides working with the pit- 
chers, being a catcher really is a 
full-time job. Mentally a catcher 
must know what's going on at all 
times, keep the entire team in the 
game at all times, know the op- 
posing hitters, call the pitches, 
throw out runners, block the plate 
while avoiding what could be a 
huge collision and above all a 
catcher must stay in a very 
uncomfortable position for long 
periods of times. 

“At first I didn’t like to catch, 
but now I don’t think I could play 
another position,” Southmayd an 
Boston Globe All-Scholastic selec- 
tion in ‘95 said. “I like catching 
because you're in every play, I 
know if I was in left field or 
something I would daze off a lot. 
But defense is a lot harder than 
offense. It's harder to do, but it’s 
easier to work on it. You just hit 
a few times every game, but 
defense you're in on every pitch. 

“The only thing I don't like is 
how everyone says you can see the 
whole field and that I should be 
yelling more. But I don’t want to 
call the wrong play or make a bad 
throw, that's too much pressure,” 
Southmayd said. 

As for throwing out runners, 
obviously Southmayd is very good 
at it. Although she has a rocket 
arm, location and consistency is 
what makes her stand-out. But 
she said she tries to take advantage 
of every opportunity she can to 
throw out a would-be base stealer, 

“I stay up on my toes more 
(when a runner is on base] and I 
watch the runner. When a coach 
gives signs, a lot of the times I can 
tell whether or not she is going. 


Sometimes she will smile or give 
something away,” Southmayd said. 

Thus far this season, Southmayd 
has done a great job behind the 
plate for the 7-0 team. As a tri- 
captain she said she tries to help 
the team and make jokes when 
they are necessary to ease the ten- 
sion. But she said she likes the 
chances of this team. 

“I have never been on a better 
team than the @e that won the 
state championship,” Southmayd 
said. “I expected us to do pretty 


well this year. But after Tewks- 
bury and Chelmsford I have been 
surprised. I knew we had a shot 
against them and I didn’t think we 
would lose, but I knew they were 
both tough teams that played in 
the Merrimack Valley. I knew 
they would be our toughest games. 
I think we can be as good if not 
better than last year's team.” 

Defensively thus far Southmayd 
has been solid, but offensively she 
has struggled a bit in the clean-up 
role. 

“I have been too anxious, my 
stride has been so huge and I start 
it before the pitch is even re- 
leased.

A camping trip means many 
things to many people. For some, 
cruising around in an ultra 
modern, high tech motor home and 
stopping at trailer park with all the 

; hookups is camping. The hard 
core, back country, backpackers 
y» Prefer to live with just the basic 
necessities carried on their backs. 
For many, the most common type 
of camping is the car camping trip. 

However you define camping, 

“ mixing and matching different 
activities while camping, is what 
makes camping so much fun. A 
campsite should act as a home base. 
A place to return to after a day 
outdoors. A good campsite is a 
gateway to the outdoor activities 
you choose to pursue. 

Camping areas in New England 
fall into three categories: national 
parks, state parks, and private 
camp grounds. Each offers unique 
advantages. For example, the 
National Parks are low cost and in 
the heart of some of the most 
beautiful areas. State parks are also 
low cost and are very local. 
Private camp grounds offer a lot 
of amenities and many are geared 
toward the family. 

National and state parks work on 
a first come, first served basis. 
Private camp grounds take 
reservations and if you call ahead, 
they will often send you a campsite 
map to ,help you make your 
campsite selection. Once you 


choose a site on a private 
campground, you are locked on 
that site for the duration of your 
trip. At national and state parks if 
you see an open site, all you have 
to do is move your gear. 


The textbook solution is to 
reserve early and if you get a 
chance, check out the private 
campground in person. If you are 
planning a national or state park 
trip, get to the park in the morning 
and on a weekday for your best 
chance at a good site. 

The foundation of any good 
camping trip is planning. In the 
planning process, you need to 
consider what activities you wish 
to plan during your trip. If you 
plan on hiking, ideally you want to 
be located near trail heads. For 
biking, safe, less traveled roads or 
better yet, a bike path near your 
campsite. 

The idea here is to get your 
campsite in a central location so 
you spend your time having fun 
and not traveling to get to your 
favorite activity. 

For the car camper, your basic 
equipment should include the 
following items: 

“Tent (Big enough to hold 
everyone going) 

*Sleeping bags 

*Camp stove 

*Lantern 

*Coolers 

“First aid kit 

These basic items provide for all 
the basic comforts. Time and 
experience refine the items one 
packs for the camping trip 
Camping gear should be packed in 
containers and marked for easy 
identification. A thorough cleaning 
and inventory of all equipment at 
the end of cach trip will ensure 
equipment lasts and works well for 
the next trip.

“Decision time is nearing on 
the Sun Microsystems proposal 
as the Board of Selectmen voted 
unanimously to designate a 
Special Town Meeting on the 
issue,” notes the Burlington edi- 
tion of the “Daily Times 
Chronicle.” 

“Monday, May 19 has been 
tentatively set as the date for 
the session which will involve 
four articles. There will be a 
hiatus in the annual Town 
Meeting for the special session. 

“The special meeting was 
requested by Sun so the issues 
can be dealt with collectively 
and due to the fact Sun execu- 
tives from California will be in 
attendance. 

“‘We would prefer to have 
every one there for one night, 
said Robert Buckley, attorney 
for the local firm of Riemer and 
Braunstein which is represent- 
ing Sun. 

“Sun Microsystems, a 
California-based software(and 
computer hardware) company, 
has announced plans for a cam- 
pus-type development on the 
156-acre Lockheed-Martin prop- 
erty off Bedford Street. 

“The development would con- 
sist of eight buildings, built in 
two phases, comprising more 
than 1 million square feet. The 
company claims the develop- 
ment would have the potential 
for 4,000 jobs. 

“Sun has a letter of intent to 
purchase the Lockheed-Martin 
property.” 


The Sun zone 

“The four articles related to 
the Sun proposal (please see 
above) are: 1) a request to 
rezone the site as a Planned 
Development District. This 


cal 


requires a two-thirds vote for 
approval; 2) a measure for the 
town to accept Kent Road as a 
public way. This is required for 
the town to receive Public Works 
and Economic Development 
funds from the state for road 
construction; 3) conveyance of 
small pieces of town property to 
Lockheed-Martin in connection 
with the realignment of Kent 
Road. This requires a two-thirds 
vote for approval; 4) a plan for 
tax-increment financing for the 
Sun development. A town sub- 
committee is currently negotiat- 
ing with Sun on a tax proposal. 
The company has requested tax 
considerations in order to locate 
in the town. 

“Buckley suggested May 14, 
or possibly May 19 or May 21 as 
dates for the special town meet- 


“The annual Town Meeting 
commences on Monday, May 12. 

“Selectman Gary Gianino 
noted that representatives are 
usually considering the budget 
during the first two sessions of 
the annual meeting. 

“T don’t think it would be fair 
to Town Meeting members to 
interrupt the budget,’ he said. 

“Town Administrator David 
Owen has tried to contact the 
Moderator Thomas F. Murphy 
about the matter, but Murphy is 
out of town. Owen said the infor- 
mation would be passed on to 
Murphy.” 

Sun in sight? 

“Earlier in the meeting 
(please see above), Owen 
reported that Sun has submitted 
the PDD article, and has filed 
its site plan and special permit 
applications, 

“In addition, the company 
has filed a notice of intent with 
the Conservation Commission.

For those who are unfamiliar 
with the disease, muscular dystro- 
phy is an inherited muscle disor- 
der of unknown cause in which 
there is slow but progressive 
degeneration of muscle fibers. 
Different forms are classified 
according to the age at which the 
symptoms appear, the rate at 
which the disease progresses, and 
the way in which it is inherited. 

All forms of muscular dystro- 
phy are rare. Duchenne muscular 
dystrophy is the most common 
type, affecting about one or two in 
10,000 boys. It is inherited through 
a recessive, sex-linked gene, 
which means that only males can 
inherit the disease and only 
females can pass it on. 

Often the diagnosis of muscu- 
lar dystrophy is suggested to the 
doctor by observing the patient, 
but tests are needed for confirma- 
tion. A blood test may be per- 
formed to look for high levels of 
certain enzymes released from 
the damaged muscle cells. A test 
of electrical activity in the mus- 
cles and a muscle biopsy may be 
performed. 


There is currently no effective 
treatment for muscular dystrophy, 
although strides are being made. 
Last November it was reported 
that geneticist Kay Davies and 
her colleagues at Oxford Univer- 
sity in England had found that a 
natural protein called utrophin 
may substitute for one that is 
missing in patients with muscular 
dystrophy. The experiments rep- 
ortedly showed that providing 
excess utrophin can eliminate 
some of the disabling symptoms. 

Because the protein is one 
made naturally by the human 
body, the idea is to trick it to 
make excess amounts of utrophin 
by adding extra genes. According 


to published reports last fall, MDA 
is asking a Long Island company, 
Oncogene Science, Inc., to submit 
a proposal to begin the search for 
that would spur utrophine 

in. muscle groups.

Angeles, Recently divorced, he 


has to worry, not only about the 
millions of people in the city, but

Collecting the Southwest has 
been assembled from Personal 
Passion, Profitable Pursuit: The 
Katherine Harvey Collection of 
Native American Fine Art orga- 
nized by the Museum of 
Northern Arizona and the Heard 
Museum’s Classics and 
Dazzlers: Textiles from the Fred 
Harvey Company Collection. 


Collecting the Southwest 
showcases some 70 paintings 
from the Katherine Harvey col- 
lection, which includes excep- 
tional yet representative pieces, 
many of them watercolors, by 
almost every Native American 
artist working during the first 
half of the twentieth century. 
Katherine was the granddaugh- 
ter of Fred Harvey, whose com- 
pany was pivotal in opening the 
southwest to commercial 
tourism at the turn of the centu- 


ry. 

Ritual dances and spirit sym- 
bols like kachinas, as well as 
hunting scenes and pottery and 
other crafts, are well represent- 
ed among the paintings 
Katherine Harvey purchased 


from the 1930s through the 1950s. 
Although Hopi painters, espe- 
cially Fred Kabotie and Otis 
Polelonema, were her particular 
favorites, she also acquired 
works by the renowned Apache 
artist Allan Houser and by Rio 
Grande Pueblo painters such as 
Julian Martinez and Tonita

We own an oil-fired furnace. Does the 
nozzle ever need to be replaced? 


Q. I have an oil- fired 
furnace, and I change the oil 
filter every other year. How- 
ever, if an oil-fired furnace ig- 
nites properly, and gets an ade- 
quate amount of fuel oil when 
it ignites, is there any point in 
installing a new fuel nozzle? 
Can anything else go wrong 
with a fuel nozzle in addition to 
getting dirt in its orifice? What 
is your opinion concerning the 
need for replacing a fuel nozzle 
on an oil-fired furnace? 

A. Homeowners often make 
the mistake of visually inspect- 


‘ing their furnace and conclud- 

that it works properly and 
efficiently. An oil furnace that 
functions without generating 
an odor, puff back or rumbling 
noise may not be operating ef- 
ficiently. 

Several operating features 
must be at peak performance 
for an oil burner to be efficient. 
Some of these features are 
draft over the fire box, stack 
temperature, gas concentra- 
tion, smokiness of the exhaust 
and the aa oil-spray pat- 
tern for the shape of the com- 


buStion chamber. Because “ot 
the complexity in considering 
all these things, tuning up an 
oil burner is generally a job for 
a technician trained in oil- 
burner repair and 
maintenance. 

The oil-burner nozzle, which 
directly affects the spray pat- 
tern, can have problems aside 
from dirt clogging its orifice. A 
nozzle can get overheated, be- 
cause of an improper burner 
tube setting or back pressure in 
the combustion chamber, and

Window films can help block sun 


Few structural _ features 
make a house more attractive 
and livable than windows. 

In fact, for most of us, the 
more windows the better. Yet 
window glass is not a very 
good energy barrier. And, it’s 
paradoxical that for all we in- 
vest in windows, most of us 
rush to draw the blinds to block 
out the summer sun. Not only 
is direct sunlight gften too 
bright and too hot, it carries 
too much ultraviolet radiation 
and produces glare. 

In fact, single-pain window 
glass blocks less than 25 per- 
cent of the UV rays that 
damage skin and fade drapes, 
carpets and furnishings. It 
reflects less than 8 percent of 
the light and heat that strikes 
it and absorbs only 5 percent, 
while allowing roughly 87 per- 
cent to pass through. 

The year-round numbers for 
double-glazed windows are only 
slightly better. What we really 
need is a window that’s a little 
more discriminating — one 
that lets in as much visible 
light as we want, while exclud- 

ing some of sunlight’s less 
desirable characteristics. 

Since the advent of window

films, we now have a range of 
products that address this 
need. However, they’re all not 
alike and the usefulness of any 
one film is directly related to 
your personal requirements. 
Windows may give us the best 
of both worlds, but not always 
in the best proportions. 

Window films were intro- 
duced in 1969 to address prob- 
lems surrounding the control of 
sunlight in homes and 
businesses. Although they were 
fairly effective, they often 
played to mixed reviews. 

The failings were identified 
quickly: fading film dyes and 
highly mirrored and easily 
scratched surfaces. Poor in- 
stallations also caused blisters, 
cracks and edge peel. Within 
certain limits, most of the 

roblems of older films have 

n fixed. 


Today’s offerings are more 
attractive (some are virtually 
invisible), come in great vari- 


ety, with excellent - 
formance and better durability. 
These gains are largely a pro- 
duct of improved technology, 
nudged along by the market

With a reasonable com- 
promise of performance and 
appearance, window films can 
now block up to 98 percent of 
UV radiation and up to 80 per- 
cent of the normal heat gain. 

can also provide a de- 
gree of privacy — thicker films 
can turn regular glass into 
safety glass by increasing 


strength up to 300 percent. 
In winter, films can 
decrease emissivity, allowing 


us to keep more of the heat we 
pay for. Moreover, they do it 
all fairly reasonably. 


Allowing for the odd excep- 
tion, window films sell for be- 
tween $3.00 and $7.50 per 
square foot, installed. Where 
utility companies subsidize in- 
stallations, through rebates 
and allowances, costs may be 
even less. And finally, home 
centers sell DIY films that 
range between $1 and $2 per 
square foot. 

If these prices sound a bit 
steep, they’re really not. Indus- 
try studies and Department of 
Energy models predict a 
payback in energy savings of 3- 
5 years. 

In fact, site studies show 
that every 100 square feet of 
window film can reduce the 
air-conditioning load of a build- 
ing by as much as 12,000 BTUs, 
or 1 ton of heat. 

Tinted films are almost ex- 
clusively aftermarket products, 
probably because the selection 
process relies so heavily on 
consumer tastes, home sites 


and climate. Then, too, 
builders are reluctant to 
darken show homes when 


buyers prefer bright spaces.
